WILL THE FEDERAL RESERVE 
BOARD DEFINE "UNESSEN- 
TIALS AND LUXURIES? 

In view of the fact that house 
builders have found it well-night im- 
possible to secure from banks or 
building associations money for con- 
structing much-needed dwellings and 
other structures, since the Federal 
Reserve Board started its campaign 
of deflation of credit in order to 
break down prices, it is interesting 
to read in the report issued last 
week by Mr. John Skelton Williams, 
Comptroller of the Currency and n 
member of the Federal Reserve 
Hoard, the following. 

"Te action of the Federal Reserve 
Banks in restricting extension of 
credit for 'unessential and luxur-

Get-Rich-Quick 
Babble Bursts; 
Banker Arrested 

Some forty fclWMi investors 
have entrusted a total variously es- 
timated at from $15,000,000 to $20,- 
000.000 to Charles Ponzi in a mon- 
ey-making scheme which postal of- 
ficials declared to bp absolutely im- 
possible of fulfillment. 

Ponr.i has surrendered to the Fed- 
eral authorities explaining that he 
was unable to meet his obligations 
because of the closing of the Han- 
over Trust Company, where the bulk 
of his funds were deposited. 

He was arrested, charged with 
having used the mails to defraud, 
arraigned nnd held in bond of $25,- 
000 for a hearing August 19. Mor- 
ris Rudnick, a renl estate dealer, 
furnished the securities. 

Meanwhile a warrant charging the 
Italian with larceny had been ob- 
tained in municipal court and upon 
lenving the federal building Ponzi 
was rearrested and held by the city 
court in $10,000 bail for his appear- 
ance August 23. Rudniek again 
went on Ponzi's bonds nnd the latter 
was released. 

Developments came thick nnd fast 
when they started. 

As Ponzi was being arraigned 
before United States Commissioner 
Hays, Edwin L. Price, who is ex- 
amining the books of the Securities 
Exchange Company for the federal 
authorities, announced that it had 
already been shown that Ponzi owed 
$7,000,000. 

State's Attorney General .T.Weston 
Allen, conducting a seperate inves- 
tigation, made known bis opinion 
that Ponzi's liabilities would run in- 
to the millions. 

State Examiner Joseph C. Allen 
issued a stntement declaring that 
the capital of the Hauover Trust 
Company, of which Ponzi was a di- 
rector, was seriously impaired and 
probably wiped out. 

State Treasurer Frank J. Burrell 
attacked the bank commissioner for 
not having given him opportunity to 
withdraw state funds before the 
Hanover was closed and Governor 
Coolidge demanded that Burrell 
make known how much of the state 
money had been tied up by the clos- 
ing of the truet company. Later 
Burrell notified the Governor that

Anxious inquries at the newspap- 
er offices and feverish ennversa- 
tions in the downtown restaurants 
indicated that the proprietors of 
small business and professional men 
and women, clerks and stenograph- 
ers | ( y the thousands accepted the 
bait of "50 per cent profit in 45 
days." 

Ailing the amazing disclosures 
was that the bulk of Ponzi's millions 
were gathered in after the Postof- 
fice Department had begun its in- 
vestigation last February. 

In discussing Ponzi, Chief Post- 
offiee Inspector Hal B. Moseby said 
that so far as their investigation 
had shown, Ponzi had never done 
any business in international cou- 
pons. He said that he bad warned 
hundreds of people against Ponzi 
when inquiries began to come in last 
Ml ITS and that no man or set of 
men could manipulate or speculate 
in international reply coupons in 
any such manner as Ponzi alleges he 
has done. 

"As a result of this investiga- 
tion." said Inspector Moseby, "we 
have obtained conclusive evidence 
thut there has been no abnormal is- 
sue or redemption of international 
reply coupons, while on the other 
and in some countries the use of 
coupons has been greatly curtailed 
to prevent this very scheme, which 
no doubt has reached the ears of 
postal officials in many foreign 
countries. 

"There is no mens by which a man 
can manipulate international reply 
coupons. Ponsi's claim that he had 
made millions in this way is simply 
a stu|>endous one with nothiug upon 
which it can be based. 

"The most amszing thing, and the 
thing which I am not able to under- 
stand, is why people invested their 
inonev with Ponzi. I ca* only at- 
tribute it to his |>ersonulity--they in- 
vested in the man. not the business. 
We warned hundreds of people 
against him. Many of them heeded 
the warning, but undoubtedly there 
were many who gave him their mon- 
ey notw.thstanding." 

Ponzi, the inspector said once was 
an exporting business in a small 
_jf and it was probably while thus 
en-aged that he learned the use or 
the international coupons, possibly 
hawm; received them from abroad 
for prepaying return postuge. 

The department's in vest ,-ation. 

Mr. Moseby added, had extended to 
all sections of the country and 
throughout Europe and although he 
was unwilling to discuss evidence 
thai had been collected, he ind not 
hesitate to say that dealings in in- 
ternational coupons was not re- 
sponsible for P onzi's m iliums.
